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Mr. Bourdillon 


I understand from Mr. Burt that Production 
Department is looking after Brunei's interests as 
regards oil royalties, so there is nothing we need 
say on that point on this file. Oil royalties in 
1947 account for ¥ 4 million (estimated) - and this 
is said to be a conservative estimate - out of a 
total esti e evenue of 5z million. The 
eotinated week hen ena by over % 2 million 
iee. it is more than double the 1947 revised 
estimate. This is due practically entirely to the 
provision of 9 2 million for Public Works Extraordinary, 
as compared with g 378,000 in 1947 but the British 
Resident makes it clear that owing to shortage of 
materials and qualified staff the expenditure is 
likely to be considerably below $ 2 million. Thus, 
whilst a surplus of % 518,260 is estimated, the 
actual surplus may well be nearer Y 3 million. The 
estimated surplus on the 1st January 1948 was 
~ 2z million, excluding the General Reserve Fund 
( $1.7 million ) and the Opium Revenue Replacement 
“Reserve Fund ( % 260,000 ) both of which funds are 
invested. In these circumstances the British 
Resident's decision in para. 2(b)(iv) of No. 1 seems to be 
unnecessarily cautious. War Damage compensation 
to the extent that it is met from local funds will 
presumably have to be spread over more than one year. 
I suggest therefore that the Resident should consider 
transferring forthwith at least some part of the 
% 2z million surplus to the General Reserve Fund 
in order that it may be invested. 


Brunei follows the practice of a double 
budget, the oil revenue being regarded as available 
for meeting extraordinary expenditure, other revenue 
being used to meet recurrent expenditure, any 
deficit being met from the oil revenue. We pointed 
out in No. 10 on the 1947 file that we saw little 
point in this arrangement but the idea of two 
separate budgets apparently still continues. As 
the system seems harmless, even if pointless, 
we need not comment further. 


As regards Mr. Ashton's minute of 
29th June, I don't think that Colonial regulations 
have ever applied to Brunei, and as the secretary 
of State does not approve the estimates, perhaps 
we need say nothing on the various points, at least 
so long as Brunei remains financially strong.

I have the honour to refer to your despatch No. 28 on the 
subject of the Brunei Estimates for 1948 and to offer the following 
comments. 


26 I agree with the British Resident's statement quoted in 
paragraph 2 of your despatch, that the estimate of oil revenue sppears 
to be conservative and that the estimate of Public Yorks expenditure 
may prove excessive, owing to the shortage of staff and materials. 
for these reasons and in view of the probability that, if a war damage 
compensation scheme were to be approved, any war damage payments made 
from local fimds will have to be spread over more than one year, it 
appeared to me that the Resident's decision, quoted in paragraph 
2 (b) (iv) of your despatch, was unduly cautious, and that at least 
some part of the $2. million surplus, estimated az on ist January 
1945, might well be transferred to the General Reserve Fund so that it 
might be invested, I note in this connection, from your Secretary's 
note of 28th June 1948, that 41,500,000 has in fact already been 
renitted to the Crown Agents for investment.
